The record-breaking Anglo-Ca- 
nadian force of four -enginec 
bombers is believed to have 
dropped 2,500 tons of bombs on 
the capital and the Rhineland 
chemical city, with a_ slightly 
larger portion of the force giving 
Berlin its first major raid in two 
months. 

At least six R.C.A.F. squadrons 
participated — the heaviest force 
ever sent out by the Canadian 
bomber group —- with two Lan- 
caster formations blasting Berlin 
and four Halifax squadrons raid- 
ing Ludwigshafen. 


| The Canadian force was al- 
thoritatively described as much 
|larger than that sent agairst 
| Duesseldorf on the night of Nov. 
3. “The four-engined bombers 
| carried the group’s largest weight 
of bombs to date on that night, 
}and undoubtedly Thursday night's 
effort created a new record. Be- 
sides Canadians manning these 
| planes, there were also many fly- 
ing in ‘R.A.F. squadrons.

AST NIGHTS HEAVY RAF-R.CAF. 
raids on Berlin and Ludwigshafen added 
new emphasis to Bomber Command's pro- 
igram systematically to wreck what is left 
of Adolf Hitler’s industrial war machine— 
city by city. Although the capital and the 
great chemical centre on the Rhine have 
been treated many times to “concentrated” 
attacks, the latest twin blow seems to have 
followed the pattern which eventually levels 
a community into complete impotence, 
by what the communiques picturesquely 
describe as “saturation” bombing. 

In Berlin itself are numerous targets of 
industrial and general utility importance; 
but the great electrical and other essential 
war manufactories are found on the west | 
and south of the city proper. It is this fact, 
of course, which imparts a dash of humor 
to D.N.B.’s airy explanation that most of 
the bombs dropped “on the suburbs.” But | 
if the Fuehrer was curious to learn what 
happened in these localities this morning, 
his automobile could have taken him there 
in a few minutes; the Siemens establishment 
with its 100,000 employees is less than six 
miles from the Wilhelmstrasse. R.A.F. and 
R.C.AF. crews are thoroughly familiar with 
the landscape hereabouts. 

Ludwigshafen will remain on the list as 
an industrial target until Bomber Command 
is quite satisfied its vitally-important chem! 
cal industries no longer produce for the 
Nazi war mactiine. And the ‘sprawling char- 
acter_of the commuhity—together with the 
twin city of Mannheim on the other side of 
the_river-does not lend-itseif of quick re 
duction. But at the present rate of demoll- 
tion, its plight should soon resemble that. of 
flattened Hamburg.

CCORDING TO A RECENT ESTIMATE 

compiled by the Financial Post the! 
income of the wheat growers in the prairie | 
provinces during the present year will | 
amount to between $323,000,000 and $328,- | 
000,000. This compares with a total of $193,- | 
000,000 in 1942 and with $197,000,000 in 1941. ] 
The estimate for 1943 takes into account the 
following items: $225,000,000 represents the 
proceeds of the sale of wheat delivered dur- 
ing the calendar year; $25,000,000 constitutes 
a bonus paid to the wheat growers for the 
reduction of wheat acreage; and $3,000,000 
represents _ payments. for..providing ..assist- 
jance to the farmers. 

In addition, during the present year, 
wheat growers tn the prairie provinces will 
receive $70,000,000 to $75,000,000 as a cash 
dividend from the government, since the gov- 
ernment has closed out the accounts of the 
| Wheat Board for the years 1940, 1941 and 
1942. The sums derived from the liquida- 
tion of the Wheat Board will raise ‘the in- 
come of the prairie farmers to one of the 
highest In recent years, 

This Will not only enable them to repay 
part of their debts contracted in previous | 
years but it will also enable them to put 
aside substantial savings. The prospect is 
that many farmers will use these savings 
in the postwar period for the purpose of 
buying new machinery and equipment and 
to improve their land. It should be noted, 
however, that the $70,000,000 to $75,000,000 
to be paid to wheat growers this year was 
not earned during 1943 but actually repre- 
sented earnings during the year 1940, 1941 
and 1942. :

BERNE (AP)—Marshal Petain 
has drafted a new French con- 
stitution along democratic lines 


which the. Nazis. have, prevented 
him from promulgating, and has 
renounced Pierre Laval as his 
successor in a decree also hushed 
up, it was disclosed today. 

The 87-year-old Chief of State's 
abrupt turn from German domin- 
ation, which he- had previously 
declared honor boun* to follow 
because of the 1940 peace treaty, 
was revealed in the publication of 
aspeech he was not permitted to 
deliver. 

Petain had named Nazi-collab- 
orationist Laval as his successor 
on Nov. 17, 1942, and given him 
power to make laws and issue 
decrees after German troops 
crossed the armistice demarka- 
tion line into Vichy French terri- 
tory. 

In the unpublished decree di- 
recting France back to’ the demo 
cratic constitution of 1875, Mar- 
shal Petain stated his intention 
of retaining powers as Chief of 
State until his death, unless the 
new constitution he drafted is 
ratified. 


IMPROVEMENTS
